‘It might seem likes@n end- | 
less stream of words about 
pedestrian safety, continuing to | 
come from the Florida Highway | 
Patrol this month”, said Comdr. 
H. N. Kirkman, "but some one | 
got to look out for the| 
pedestrian — too few of them 
look out for themselves." 

Thirty-five percent of the 
pedestrians killed in traffic ac- 
cjdents in the U. S. last year, 
met death as they attempted to 
cross the street between inter- 
sections in the towns and cities 
of the nation, 

Another 10 percent were 
crossing intersections with dis- 
regard for how the signal light 
showed up, or going diagonally 
across, meaning that “pedes- 
trians get it going and coming 
when it is many times their 
own fault,” said Kirkman. 

Then, 25 percent of the pedes- 
trians killed were crossing at 
intersections where there was 
no signal light. 

“This all adds up to 
thing,” said the commander, “if 
there had been a good degree of 
pedestrian precaution observed,

He point- 
ed out that last year one out of 
every 18 teenagers between the 
age of 10 and 17 had been in 
trouble with the police; that 
53 percent of all autos stolen 
and 40 percent of all burglaries 
were by boys and girls under 
18; that according to the Child 
Welfare League of Chicago 90 
percent of all Juvenile delin- 
quency was due to liquor. 

He also outlined some of the 
problems and ways and means 
of combatting them which had 
been found successful in other 
counties in Florida. Particular 
emphasis was laid on control 
and curbing of liquor sales, 
gambling and other social evils 
as a means of reducing Juvenile 
delinquency, crime, highway 
accidents and raising the stand- 
ard of living and making the 
Glades a better place to live.
